The Columbus Board of 
Education's white majority 
Tuesday hastened to ap- 
prove the awarding of con- 
tracts for two elementary 
schools after failing to win 
a majority last week 
because of the opposition 
of black board members 
and the absence of 
Virginia Prentice, a white 
member. 

Attending the meeting in. 
protest tothe building of 
the two schools in the far 
Northend was Curtis A. 
Brooks, director of the 
Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action 
Organization (CMACAO). 

fooks, barred from ad- 
dressing the board. at the 
special meeting, later shar- 
ply criticized the board for 
“rushing to build two new 
elementary schools before 
they hear the ruling of U.S. 
District Judge Robert Dun- 
can on the~ school 
desegregation case.” 

School authorities said 
public participation was 
not permitted at the 
meeting because it was a 
special meeting where, ac- 
cording to rules, there is 
no public participation.

Harllel Jones’ Accuser. Shot, By Common-Law Wife 


COLUMBUS-_— Robert 
Perry, 30, whose address is 
listed as 2368 Dunkirk 
Drive in Columbus, under- 
went surgery in a Colum- 
bus hospital Tuesday, after 
a shot in the stomach 
and ‘in the right arm by his 
common-law wife. 

Perry's “wife, Joyce 
Jordan, adnthirsivinig 
Perry but says Perry was 
attempting to beat her. At 
the time of the shooting, 
Perry was free on $3500 
bond pending trial for 
felonious assault for the 
July 29 shooting of a ticket 
booth employee at a 
Columbus drive in theatre. 

Perry, a former Clevelan- 
der, was the chief witness 
for the prosecution in the 
1971. conviction of Harllel 
Joriés’ for Second Degree 
murder in Cuyahoga 
County .Common Pleas 
Court. Jones was convic- 
ted for. the July, 1970 
shooting death of John 
Smith, a white man, on the 
Cleveland innerbeit. 

Although Jones was not 
atthe scene of the crime, 
he was accused of or- 
dering the killing of a 


white man in retaliation for 
the killing of one of his 
Atro-Set members. 


Perry, who admitted to

the fatal shots, and 
tiring shots at 


white motorist moments af- 
ter the fatal shooting of 
Smith, had all charges 
dropped against him. 

At a recent hearing in 
Federal District Court in 


Cleveland, on..a. writ of- 


habeas corpus filed on 
behalf of Harllel Jones by 
American Civil Liberties 
Union attorneys, Perry 
testified that he was a paid 
informant for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, 
both in Columbus and 
Cleveland, and for the 
Cleveland Police- Depart- 
ment, prior to the time of 
his indictment for the mur- 
der of John Smith,” along 
with Jones and three 
others.

Six Key Buckeye Players 
Hold Down Defensive Fort

Let us take a look at some of Coach 
George Hill's stalwarts on the 
Buckeyes’ defensive unit. Last week 
he bolstered his defense with the ad- 
dition of Byron Cato and Pauli Ross. 


Two of the most underrated linemen 
on the forward wall are Eddie Beamon 
and Aaron Brown. These two men 
were not selected as All-Americans by 
many of the popular and well known 
sports magazines. However, they are 
All-Americans in the eyes of the 
Buckeye _ partisans. 

Eddie Beamon, a defensive tackle, 
6-2, 244 pounds played in all of the 
Buckeyes’ 12 games last year for a 
total of 308.5 minutes. 

He was second on the team in 
tackles with 117 and tied for first in 
tackling the opponents for a loss with 
12. He was a three-letter winner at 
Cincinnati Withrow where he cap- 
tained the football, basketball and 
track teams as a senior. 

Middle guard Brown tied Beamon 
for first place in the number of op- 
posing backs who were thrown for a 
loss last year. He was also credited 
with 66 tackles and played in 11 

james for a total of 231.5 minutes. He 
one of the quickest middie guards 
in Ohlo State history. 

Cato replaced the injured Beamon 


and did an outstanding job against 
Missouri. He led the team in tackles 
with 15. The 6-2, 248 pound 
sophomore played in eight games last 
year. He was an all-Ohio tackle at 
Lorain Admiral King High. 

Ross, a teammate of fullback Pete 
Johnson at Peach County High 
School in Ft. Valley, Ga., won all-state 
honors as linebacker and fullback. 

In his senior year he gained 1,250 
yards rushing. The hard hitting 
sophomore attended the University of 
Georgia one year before transferring 


“to Ohio State. Ross was used as a4 


linebacker-in-the Missouri game. He 
finished third in tackles with 10. 
Kelton Dansier, defensive end, 6-2, 
208 pound sophomore from Warren 
Harding High, played in 10 games last 


year.. Against Missoui, Dansler 
recovered a fumble and broke up one 
pass pattern. 


in high school Dansier excelled as a 
fullback and linebacker. He led his 
high school to a state football cham- 
pionship in 1974. 

Ray Griffin played behind his 
brother Archie in 1974. Then switched 
to the defense last year. He played in 
all 12 games for a total of 301 minutes 
and had 71 tackles. 

In the Michigan game last year, 
Griffin intercepted a key Michigan 
pass and returned it 29 yards to put 
the Bucks in scoring position.

gaining over a hundred 
yards apiece per game, it 
is not likely most of these 
speed merchants are going 
to see much action. Why 
not move some of these 
speedy gazelles over to the 
defensive units? 

We know speed alone is 
not enough to make a 
good pass defender. 
However, if you don’t have 
speed, it is not likely 
anyone is going to teach it 
to you. : 

A player must also have 
good lateral movements

When John (Jack) Tatum 
arrived on the campus in 
1967 from Passaic, N.J., his 
credentials showed he was 
one of the most talented 
all-around backs ever to 
enroll at Ohio State.

His performance 
against Mike Phipps and 
Leroy Keyes of Purdue, 
Ron Johnson of Michigan, 
and OW. Simpson of 
Southern California helped 
him. make the All-American 
teams of 1969 and’'70. At 


“the present time, he is one 


of the most feared defen- 
sive backs in the National 
Football League. 

Woody switched 
linebacker Bruce €lia to 
fullback when Champ Hen- 
son was injured in 1973. 
Elia responded by 
averaging 4.0 yards per 
carry and led the team in 
scoring with 14 touch- 
downs. The next year Elia 
returned to linebacker. 

The time has come to 
Woody to make a few more 
of those magic moves. 
However, we are not trying 
to call the shots for the 
most successful coach in 
the Big fi. His record 
speaks best for him. 

Since Columbus leads 
the nation in quarterbacks, 
we are only exercising our 
rights as one of those 
Monday morning quarter- 
backs.

Nabbed In Florida 


Two suspects, warranted. 
in connection with 
separate murders, have 
been arrested in Florida 
and were in the process of 
being extradicted to 
Columbus, homicide 
detectives said Tuesday. 

The fugitives are 22 year 
old Damon Anthony Flue- 
lien, and Arthur White, 17, 
whose last known address 
was listed as 1220 E. 
Livingston Ave. 

Fluetien,tast- known ad- 
dress 511 S. Champion 
Ave., was arrested last Fri- 
day morning by Talla- 
hassee (Fla.) police. 
Fluellen was wanted for 
the aggravated murder of 
16 year old Kenneth Gor- 
don, who was shot to 
death while visiting a 
friend at 483 Berkeley Rd. 
~ In that incident, police 
had reasoned that Gordon, 
1262 Bryden Rd., was in- 
nocent victim caught in the 
middle of an apparent drug 
robbery by Fiuellen. Both 
marijuana and $150 were 
reported missing by An- 
thony Glenn on _ the 
Berkeley Rd. address, who 
returned and found the 
fatally wounded. Gordon. 

Detectives had revealed 
earlier that Fluelien had a 
previous narcotics arrest. 
They had also hinted that 
the suspect had fled to an 
undisclosed state where 
relatives resided. Although 
the location was not 
revealed, officers had” in- 
dicated that several stake- 
out attempts proved un- 
successful, but felt con- 
fident that he would show 
up. 

In the other apprehen- 
sion, Henry County 
sheriff's deputies arrested

Laws, 20, died Sept. 20 
of a gunshot wound to the 
head he suffered outside 
of Joe’s Hole, 1400 E. Main 
St., on Sept. 16, police re- 
ported.

Thomas Aurentz said that 
White told arresting 
Florida sheriff's deputies 
that he was 18-years old, 
although police records 
have him listed as 17. 
Aurentz said the capture 
of both men in Florida was 
a coincidence since they 
are not related. He added 
that both have relatives 
there. 

Two Columbus officers 
were sent to Florida to 
escort both suspects to 
Columbus, with White to 
be turned over to juvenile 
authorities.

18-year-veteran officer, 
lending credence to 
speculation in some cir- 
cles that he takes a dim - 
view of Jackson's actions. 

Safety Dir. Bernard 
Chupka, who was atten- 
ding the same convention, 
has adopted a position of 
official neutrality in the 
police-fire feud, but. he, 
too, has been reported by 
City Hall insiders as 
feeling that Jackson's 
arrest of Asst. Chief Weate 
was “unwise,” to quote 
one source 

Jackson, when contac- 
ted by a reporter, said he 
preferred not to comment 
on the case while the mat- 
ter was in litigation. 

The arrest was made late 
Tuesday, Sept. 21, after 
Weate refused to order 
firefighters to extinguish 
an open fire in a barrel at 
Capital City Products Co. 
The fire had been set by 
wildcat—str i 
the site, apparently as a 
means of keeping them- 
selves warm. 

Capt. Jackson conten- 
ded that such fires were 
unlawful and gave orders 
‘to his men to see to it that 
anyone seen lighting such 
fires should be arrested 
and that the fires should 
be extinguished. 

One officer who was at 
the scene but declined to 
be identified, explained 
that the reason none:of the 
strikers were arrested for 
setting the fires was that 
none of the officers per- 
sonally witnessed the 
firing. 

“On direct orders from 
Capt. Jackson, 
division was summoned to 
put the fires out. At about 
9:30 p.m., a fire. truck 
arrived and doused the 
barrels. Later, a second 
call was sent out to the fire 
division, and again, fire 
fighters responded and 
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the «fire © 


extinguished’ the flames. 

When a third call was 
put in to the fire division, a 
battalion chief intervened 
and informed the strikers 
and the police officers on 
the scene that the fires 
would be allowed to burn. 
The battalion chief 
pn ei stated that it was 
against fire division policy 
to disturb fires set by 
strikers to keep warm. 

When informed of this 
development, Capt. 
Jackson went to the scene 
and confronted the bat- 
talion chief personally, 
directing him to extinguish 
the fires or risk arrest. The 
firefighter. refused, saying 
he was taking orders from 
higher up. 

The battalion chief and 
Capt. Jackson then went to 
a nearby firehouse and 
telephoned Asst. Chief 
Weate, who came to the 
firehouse and reiterated 
the position taken by his 
subordinate — that the fire 


fires set by strikers to keep 
warm. 

Because he was the 
highest-ranking fire officer 
involved Jackson arrested 
him, charging him with 
dereliction of duty. 

At his arraignment on 
the misdemeanor charge 
the following afternoon, 
Weate's attorneys entered 
a plea of not guilty and 
demanded a jury trial.

Without the 6.2 mill 
additional levy, our schools face a deficit of $14.9 million in 1977, and an $18.1 million 
deficit by 1978 — and that’s alarming. 

The 14.6 mill renewal levy would qualify our schools for state aid beyond its 
expiration date in 1977, The renewal levy plus state aid currently provide about 60 
percent of the money required to operate our schools. 

The renewal levy is now in effect; approval of this levy will not increase taxes. 
The 6.2 mill levy would mean about $5 a month to the average Columbus 
homeowner. If we put the renewal levy on the ballot separately next year, it would 
mean unnecessary expense to taxpayers. 


“Frankly, Dr. Ellis, just why are the school costs so much higher than 
they used to be?” 


Mostly because of inflation. The last operating levy increase was in 1968. Like 
everyone else. we pay more for goods and services than we did 8 years ago. 

For instance,a-sixth grade textbook that cost $2.60 in 1968 now costs $5.48 — 
more than double the price. Even such a small thing as chalk has had a price 
increase of 62%. Also, opening new schools. including the Southeast and Ft. 
Career Centers, requires additional staff and maintenance. 

The independent Citizens Study Committee which studied our school financing 
needs and projected income, actually recommended a 7 mill additional levy to 
continue educational standards at 1975 ievels. We're requesting $2,000,000 less 
annually than the Study Committee recommended. 

“Will you increase teachers’ salaries if the levies pass?” 


An increase in teacher salaries has already been negotiated for the next three 
years with the Columbus Education Association. The success or failure of the levies 
won't change that. But to be frank, if the levies don’t pass, a major reduction in staff 
would have to occur; this would severely hurt our ability to teach properly. 


“Will the levy votes influence the outcome of the decision in the U.S. 
District Court?” 

Votes one way or the other are not going to have the slightest effect on the 
court's ruling. The Judge will make his decision strictly on points of law. 
“What improvements can we expect if these levies are successful?” 

We're not going to give you false promises just to pass the levies.The 
improvements are going to have to come through greater efficiency and hard work on 
a lean budget — not from spending more money. 

We can promise you a continued good class size that produces a solid foundation 
in the 3 R‘s. We will be able to continue our intensified program of reading skills, 
writing and mathematics. The new Northeast and Northwest Career Centers will be 
staffed and opened to give youngsters training for employment that’s so important 
both to them and to local business, We'll be able to expand our services for 
handicapped children, continue special reading helps, and continue alternative 
schools as the parents request. 


“What if one levy passes and the other doesn’t?” 


We need both. Remember. one is just a renewal: it’s not a new tax or an 
increase. The second levy is just as important to keep up with rising costs und is the 
first new levy in eight years. If either levy fails. our schools will suffer and may start 
on a downgrade as they have in so many other large cities. 

When the schools start to deteriorate, property values go down, there’s a definite 
lessening of pride in everything about the community. I just can't believe the people of 
Columbus are going to let that happen.

Having. a million dollars in liquid funds, 
gives power and security to any 
organization. First. it removes that 


organization from the status of beggars. it 


reverses the point once made by Kelly 
Miller, the Howard University philosopher. 
who sald that the Negro buys what he 
wants and begs for what he needs. 
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How successful have we been in com- 
municating to White America the 
aspirations and sensitivities of black 
people? Did the upheaval and distur- 
bances of the 60's along with “urban 
unrest" send a clear message to the 
movers and shakers of American society? 

Revealing insights into these questions 
emerged at the recent annual meeting of 
the National Urban League. In a history- 
making appearance, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, billed as the principal 
speaker, explained United States policy on 
majority rule in Africa and his feelings 
about blacks working in the State Depart- 
ment as employees and.as ambassadors to 
other countries. 

Dr. Kissinger's invitation to, appearance 
at, and performance before the National 
Urban League Forum in Boston generated 
much emotion and caused considerable 
discomfort. and uneasiness in many 
segments of our society. This was true 
especially on the part of most of the 8,000 
delegates at the convention. 

Now that the dust has settied following 
this event. without the emotional energy of

In- 
deed the historic and significant nature of 
being the first Secretary of State to ad- 
dress a national organization concerned 
with improving the quality of life for black 
people_was a positive event. 

Furthermore, the prestigious Urban 
League conference attracts the largest 
number of black sophisticated 
professionals of any organization in the 
United States.

In contrast, Or. Kissinger's responses to 
questions about why so few blacks work 
in the State Department and why black 
ambassadors are apparently limited to 
assignment to Africa and the Caribbean 
countries fell far short of what the 
audience expected and were willing to ac- 
cept in 1976. 

It's not surprising that this staid 
audience, which consisted most of black 
professionals, hissed and booed the 
Secretary of State for offering up these 
unacceptable and outdated excuses for 
the low number of blacks employed by the 
State Department. 

While several Urban Leaque officials at- 
tributed the unpopular Kissinger replies to 
“a lack of sensitivity’ and “a lack of 
specific knowledge” of Black America, his 
comments cause us to raise more 
questions. 

Why would the Secretary of State come 
to the largest forum on race relations in 
America and not be adequately prepared 
to respond to questions on Affirmative Ac- 
tion? Is their something unique about the 
Department of State that causes them to 
lag far behind other governmental. agen- 
cies in the hiring of minorities? 

State Department statistics show that 
since 1949, 23 blacks have been assigned 
Ambassador and that all but five were 
assigned to Black Africa or to the Carib- 
bean.

Where those districts refuse to do it voluntarily, the 
courts must step in and order it. That's the origin of 
the so-called ‘forced busing." It's “forced” only to the 
extent that communities in violation of the law are for- 
ced to comply with the law. No one complains he's 
“forced” not to commit a robbery or otherwise to obey 
laws, 

And courts aren't frivolous in ordering busing as @ 
remedy. It's often the absolute last resort and busing 
plans invariably bus the minimum numbers of children 
to effect desegregation. In some cases, im- 
plementation of busing orders meant fewer children 
bused than before those orders were formulated. 

All of this makes various legislative proposals to 
restrain busing less than honest. For example, one 
proposal under consideration is a law mandating the 
courts to use busing only as a too! of last resort if all 
else fails. But that is exactly how the courts now han- 
die busing — it’s ordered as the last, not the first, of 
possible remedies. 

The Administration has proposed a limit of five 
years on busing orders, and limitations on how and 
when courts may order busing, But putting a time 
limit on court orders is only a promise of 
resegregation when they expire and will clearly tell a 
community they just have to go through the motions 
until the time limit is up. Further, everyone knows that 
legislative’ attempts to limit court jurisdiction or 
restrictions on rémedies for itiegal situations are 
doomed to be ruled unconstitutional in and of them- 
selves. 

For’ too long political leaders have been 
manipulating fears and emotions instead of coming 
‘right out and supporting desegregated schools as a 
vital building block for a racially-just society. Because 
of their failure to lead the nation in this effort to over- 
come the racism of the past, busing and 
desegrégation have had a rocky road. 

But a recent report by the U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights indicates that desegregation of the schools is 
proceeding, and that for every publicized case of 
illegal resistance, such as in Boston, there.are dozens 
of communities that desegregate their schools 
without tension and without disruption. 

“Desegregation works,” the Commission concludes 
from its survey of many school districts all across the 
country. And where it has proven successful, the 
Commission found a pattern of support from com- 
munity and political leaders and a positive. attitude on 
the part of participants. 

This finding spotlights the role of leadership in ef- 
fecting peaceful compliance with the law. 
Enlightened local leadership can now draw on the ex- 
perience of many communities that show 
desegregation can work, that it can improve the 

quality of all children's education, and that it can be a 
positive experience for their, locality. 

And the report serves to spell out a lesson to can- 
didates and officials — that their moral leadership and 
active support of desegregation can ensure its suc- 
cess. Instead of encouraging last-ditch resistance, 
political leaders ought to be endorsing a carrot-and- 
stick approach to ridding the schools of segregation. 

All communities not in compliance with the law 
ought to be firmly told they can't expect any federal 
aid of any kind until they.stop denying constitutional 
rights to their citizens. And at the suine time, federal. 
funds ought to flow into those districts that 
degregate, in order to help them improve the quality 
of education for all children.

If Jimmy Carter is elected President and tries to 
honor his pledge to delay social programs if 
necessary to balance the budget, he can ex 
fight with at least two black Congressmen who are 
staunch supporters of his campaign to unseat Pres- 
ident.

Here on a speaking engagement two weeks ago, 
Rep. Parren J. Mitchell, (0-7th District, Maryland), 
echoed the sentiments of Rep. Andrew Young, (D-5th, 
Georgia), who told UP! that if Carter attempts to delay 
social programs to achieve a balanced budget, “that 
is one of the things we'll have to fight about.”

The 
decision to discontinue 
usINg the questions 
followed extensive con-' 
sultantion with the Justice 
Department, the com- 
mission said. Historically, 
questions regarding af- 
fillation with organizations 
were designed to elicit in- 
formation regarding ment- 
bership in the Comfnunist 
Party or other. totalitarian 
Organizations The 
questions will be deleted 
from apptication” forms 
when they are next revised. 
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
